Dear Commissioner Sterner: 


I am handing you herewith the report of the operations of the 
State Highway Department for the year 1939. 


The work of the several Divisions of the Department are covered 
in the reports of each Division and are attached hereto. Commenting 
{ on these geese I would call your attention to the following 

acts. 


Construction Division. During 19359, construction work was in 
progress on 153.565 miles of various types of highway paving, 60 
stream bridges and culverts, 15 railroad grade separations, and 18 
highway grade separations, the total value of work actually performed 
in 1939 being $9,735,650.47. 


Contracts covering 61.991 miles of highway construction, 32 
stream bridges, 8 railroad grade separations, and 11 highway grade 
separations were completed in 1959, including projects completed in 
1939 which were started previously; also, that contracts under way 
covering 91.574 miles of highway paving, 28 stream bridges, 7 railroad 
grade separations, and 7 highway grade separations will carry over 
into 1940. 


erOgoots Division. Under Motor Vehicle Aid for the year 1939 
awards of contract and force account work were approved for the con- 
struction of 8.25 miles of surface pavement in the amount of 
; 177,056.81; for the construction of bridges, the amount of 
o 122, 001.96; for gravel surfacing the amount of $15, L956 48, and for 
“i drainage improvements to County roads the amount of $12,958.69, a 
3 total of S327, 312.92. 


In addition to the above other contracts and force account work 
in conjunction with the W. P. A. and P. We. A. were approved in an 
amount of $1,471,234.95, of which $537,628.50 represents six projects 
on which no State allotment was made.

For the year a total of 55 projects were apwroved, 23 on which 
W. Pe A» funds were allotted and one on which P. W. A. funds were 
involved. 


Under the Township and Borough Aid allotments during 1939, work 
was completed on 229.46 miles of roads in the amount of $2,564,652.87, 
the State's share of which was $2,189,231.55, or approximately 86 per 
cent, which is about the same as in former years. 


In this connection I would like to point out that a certain amount 
of Township and Borough Aid construction funds have recently been 
applied to surface treatment work on gravel roads previously construct- 
6d with Township and Borough Aid or We Pe A. secondary funds. 


This has been done due to the fact that there is not sufficient 
Township and Borough Aid maintenance funds to follow up gravel road 
construction with the application of surface treatment, which is most 
desirable after the gravel surface has been down for approximately one 
year. The total of this surface treatment work was 56.47 miles. 


During the year there was completed 330 Township and Borough Aid 
projects, and 89 remain uncompleted, a total of 419 projects. 


Since 1921, 3,506 miles of roads have been constructed under the 
provisions of the Township and Borough Aid Act, no estimates of the 
mileage being available for the years prior to that date, as the 
records kept prior to that time are very vaguée 


Maintenance Division. The report of the Superintendont 
Maintenance is presented herewith. In addition to the tables showing 
the detailed work of the Division for the year, attention is called 
to the following recommendation concerning highway beautification. 


"T om of the opinion that there is a growing sentiment which is 
in favor of cleaning up the roadsides and controlling the nature of 
so-called improvements on abutting properties. It would appear to 
me, however, that this growing sentiment might be fostered and 
developed into a powerful movement by a comparatively small expendi- 
ture on an educational campaign. Much interest seems to havo been 
aroused by the film 'Safety on the Highways.'

I would, therefore, recommend that consideration be given to the 
J production of a film dealing with beauty along the highways. If such 
= a film were to show, in sharp contrast, desirable and undesirable con- 
2 ditions, therewould, I believe, result an aroused public opinion 

. which would demand the cleaning up of many of the present sore spots 
and prevent the development of new ones." 


I would also respectfully call your attention to the following 
recommendation concerning cautionary and directionary signs. 


"At the present time cautionory and directionary signs in New 
Jersey are rather definitely prescribed by the provisions of the so- 
called Traffic Act, passed in the year 1928. At the time this law 
was enacted there was no very generally accepted standard for such 
Signs, although there were several proposed standards, one of which 
was used as the basis for the Traffic Acte 


"Since that time, however, the various organizations which foster- 
ed these various proposed standards have combined and there is now a 
Standard adopted by the American Association of State Highway Officials 
and approved by the Public Roads Administration, which involves 
several radical departures from the standards set up by the present New 
Jersey law, 


"Tnasmuch as these new standards are being quite generally adopted 
by many of the States and are, in many particulars, distinctly superior 
to our present signs, it appears highly desirable that the present 
New Jerscy law be amended to permit conformity with the generally 
accepted standards and to permit of changes as these standards may 
develop from time to time. I believe that this change is in the 
interest of safety and convenience on the highways. 


"I would, therefore, recommend that the necessary steps be taken 
to have the Traffic Act amended." 


Electrical Division. The safety program inaugurated under 
your administration continues to show a reduction in night fatalities 
on the State Highway System. Charts showing the reductions in fatali- 
ties on the System and charts showing the reductions in fatal accidents 
during both day and night over the past five years are also attached.

The investigators of this Division have maintained wherever 
possible educational programs and have assisted numerous police 
officers, marshalls and other municipal officials in establishing 
and maintaining clear and concise accident:records and files. 

This activity has and will increase the nwnber of reported accidents. 


Equipment Division. The work of the Equipment Division has 
cont inue o be performed in a most satisfactory manner during the 
year and the State owned equipment has been maintained in excellent 


 condition.e 


In addition to the routine requirements involving service on, 
replacements and care of units, the Division engaged in 960 separate 
complete operations, against which were applied resources in materials, 
equipment and persomol, singly and in multiples over periods ranging 
from approximately one-half day to several weeks duration. 


Laboratory Division. Attached to the report of the Laboratory 
Division you TIT find an analysis showing the amounts and types of 
materials tested during the year. Some of the materials tested show 
an increase while others show a decrease over previous yearse Among 
the more important items tested were 3,761,449 gallons of Asphaltic 
Cements, and 725,400 barrels of Portland Cement. 


We P. A. Work Relief Program. Under the State Highway Department - 
We Pe Ae Wor elie Ogram, employment under the same varied from a 
low of 8,645 on May 18, 1939 to a high of 16,852 on December 50, 1959. 


The work accomplished during the year consisted of 254 projects 
completed, andan additional 173 projects operated and continued 
through to the year 1940. 


Employment during the year averaged above 12,000 workers with a 
Federal payroll of $8,000,000. In addition materials to the valuo of 
nearly $1,000,000 were received from the Federal Government, which 
were incorporated into the roads at a total expense to the State for 
a sponsorship of less than it would have cost to maintain the same 
people on relief.

The report of the Right of Way Division 
for the year scloses at the number of agreements approved, awards

In addition to negotiating for the acquisition of properties 
needed, the Negotiating Bureau assisted the Construction Division 
in making preliminary estimates on various lines and also testified 
or assisted the trial attorneys in all condemnations before condemna- 
tion commissions or juries. 


) Administration Division, The administrative work of the 
Department has continued to be performed in its usual efficient 
manner. The Auditing and Accounting, Purchases and Stores, Personnol, 
Statistical and other related units of the Division, under the direc- 
tion of the Secretary of the Department, having carried out an unus- 
vally large volume of work during the past year.

Inasmuch as these new standards are being quite 
srally adopted by nany as the States and are, in many particulars, 
"distinctly hi aa at to our present Signs, it appears highly desirable that 
a present New Jersey law be amended to permit conformity with the generally 
accepted standards and to permit of changes as these standards may develop 
trom time to time. I believe that this change is in the interest of safety 


and convenience on the highways. I would, therefore, recommend that the 


necessary steps be taken to have the Traffic Act amended.

| I also recommend that inspectors in the field give additional 
consideration to the operation of projects with a maximum of the per 
sonnel available. This, in turn, reduces costs to the Department by 
lessening the inspection costs due to decreased time of operation and 
also pleases the general public by reason of the fact that the WePeAe 
projects which, under the general program, ran a year or more, are now 
completed in a few months and with less delays to traffic and inconvene» 
ience to persons living along the site of the worke 


From an economy viewpoint, it is extremely desirable to have 
projects available in the late Fall for Winter operation and I recommend 
that all Divisions cooperate in this feature as I have found that due 

to weather conditions, a normal road project can be worked only from one 
to two days a week in Winter time while clearing and grubbing, ditching, 
building of stone guard rails, reshaping shoulders, slopes and sidewalk 
areas can be worked practically evory day when it is not actually storm-e 
ing and consequently the workers do not have to appear for supplementary 
reliefe 


In the matter of the operation of this office, I recommend 
that additional field coordinators be assigned to it to the number of one 
ficld coordinator for cach Branch of the WePeAs whose sole duty would be 
to promote projects and make recommondations for increased efficiency 
and lessening of the time of operation of the individual projects and 
also that a draftsman be assigned whose duty would be to check charges 
in operating projects and make Progross Charts and Schedules of Operas 
tion for all projects before they are placed in operatione
